the

--Europe." and on the east side 
the word "Asia. 
The boundary marks along our north- 
ern frontier, separating us from 
Can- 
ada, are of a most practical sort-- 
For 
many hundreds of mile 
the St. Law 
renee river and the great lakes form 
the natural boundaries, 
but there is a 
fast stretch of prairie 
land 
beyoud 
with 
uo 
natural 
demarcation. 
The 
boundary 
marks 
here' are pillars of 
Iron and wood placed at Intervals cf 
one mile.
